immediately  taken  to  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  in  a police  cruiser. 

Officer  Hutchins  has  been  in 
Provo  only  five  weeks,  and  is  a 
new  member  of  BYU  Security.  He 
has  never  before  been  in  Utah.  He 
brought  his  wife,  twin  daughters, 
age  5,  and  son,  2,  from  Walpole, 
Mass.,  where  he  served  as  a 
sergeant  on  the  Walpole  Police 
Force.  He  and  his  family  became 
members  of  The  Church  just  one 
year  ago.  He  also  attends  school  at 
night,  and  said  that  if  any  member 
of  his  English  class  ever  had 
anything  printed  in  the  Universe, 
he  would  receive  a letter  raise  in 
their  grade,  and  he  hoped  that  this 
would  do  the  trick. 

He  is  expected  to  be  released 
from  the  hospital  this  weekend, 
and  return  to  duty  in  a few  weeks. 
Hutphins  is  anxious  to  return  to 
work  in  any  capacity,  saying  that 
he  was  at  least  a good  one-finger 
typist. 

When  the  incident  occurred,  he 
had  only  been  hunting  for  about  a 
half  hour,  and  it  was  the  first  time 
he  had  ever  been  deer  hunting. 
When  asked  if  he  was  going  to  go 
again,  he  said,  “I  don’t  know.  I 
didn’t  even  see  a deer.”  He  also 
commented  on  the  help  he  has 
received  from  his  family,  friends, 
and  Security,  saying  that, 
“everyone  has  helped  and  been 
really  nice.” 


BYU’s  Executive  Council  issued  a “statement  of  attitude  concerning 
the  recent  racial  problems”  involving  the  University  Wednesday  after 
the  statement  had  been  cleared  and  backed  by  the  Administration. 

The  Associated  Press  called  the  release  a “policy  statement  on  civil 
rights,”  which  Kartchner  emphatically  denied. 

“Call  it  what  you  will,  but  it  is  not  a ‘policy  statement’,”  explained 
the  ASBYU  president.  He  said  that  the  release  was  more  a statement  of 
attitude  expressed  by  the  Executive  Council,  but  that  the  statement  has 
been  supported  by  the  Administration. 

Heber  J.  Woolsey,  director  of  University  Relations,  is  heading  a 
committee  which  is  now  preparing  an  official  statement  for  the 
University. 

This  statement  may  be  released  by  the  group  later  in  the  week.  The 
ASBYU  officers  are  hoping  that  the  official  statement  will  also 
incorporate  their  statement  for  purpose  of  unity. 

Meanwhile  Wyoming  football  coach  Lloyd  Eaton  said  Thursday  that 
aji  athletic  department  rule  governing  athletes’  participation  in  student 
protests  has  been  relaxed. 

In  a news  conference  at  the  university,  Eaton  said  football  players 
would  be  limited  from  participating  in  protests  only  while  on  the 
playing  field. 

The  announcement  came  five  days  after  Eaton  kicked  14  black 
athletes  off  his  team  for  wearing  black  armbands  as  part  of  a racial 
protest  against  the  policies  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

No  action  was  taken  specifically  on  the  dismissed  athletes.  Eaton  said 
they  would  not  be  reinstated  this  season. 

When  asked  if  the  dismissal  of  the  players  would  have  occured  if  the 
now-modified  rule  had  been  in  effect  earlier,  Eaton  left  the  news 
conference. 

University  Information  Officer,  Vern  Shelton,  said  Eaton  was  not 
ducking  the  question  but  had  a previous  committment,  a coaching  staff 
meeting. 

Eaton,  who  has  been  head  coach  at  Wyoming  for  eight  years,  said  his 
rule  which  flatly  prohibited  football  players  from  joining  student 
protests,  had  been  repeated  clearly  time  and  again. 

He  said  last  Thursday  night  he  specifically  told  black  football  team 
Center  Street  block  for  the  new  tri-captain  Joe  Williams  that  the  athletes  would  not  be  allowed  to  wear 
Provo  Civic  Center,  where  work  black  arm  bands  at  all. 

The  university  president,  Dr.  William  D.  Carlsen,  said  a 
student-faculty  committee  which  is  investigating  the  circumstances 
surrounding  the  dismissal  is  continuing  to  meet  with  all  parties 
involved.

“We  are  aware  of  the  problem,” 
Commissioner  Allen  stated,  “and 
we  now  have  a full  crew  out 
working  on  the  streets  now.” 

He  mentioned  5th  E.  also  as  a 
trouble  spot,  and  said  that  the 
city  was  doing  all  that  it  could  to 
fix  the  roads  before  bad  weather 
sets  in  again.

According  to  the  deluge  of  mail  we  are  receiving  at  the  office,  there  a 
few  (hundred)  people  very  disillusioned  with  the  concert  program  so  far 
this  year. 

In  reading  some  of  the  mail,  one  student  claimed:  “I  liked  the 
Ventures  eight  years  ago,  the  Turtles  five  years  ago  and  the  Cowsills 
two  years  ago.  Why  can’t  we  ever  get  someone  who  is  popular  now?” 

Another  letter,  in  the  form  of  a petition,  not  only  criticized  the 
concert  planners  but  also  offered  a suggestion  to  Social  VP,  Reed 
Halladay,  on  where  and  when  to  take  his  vacation.  At  the  end  of  the 
petition  there  were  even  several  performers  listed  who,  the  petitioners 
felt,  might  be  acceptable. 

TRUE  NATURE  OF  PROBLEM 

The  price  for  various  performers  available  on  the  college  circuit  can 
vary  as  much  as  $2,500  (The  Ventures)  to  $60,000  plus  (Johnny  Cash). 
Most  of  the  talent  BYU  can  book  falls  somewhere  between  $0  and 
$10,000.  In  that  price  range  you  can  book  groups  on  their  way  out  or 
stars  just  on  their  way  up.  The  trick  with  booking  rising  stars  is  to  avoid 
picking  a dud. 

According  to  one  concert  official,  “We  could  schedule  a group  in 
October  and  by  the  time  the  event  rolled  around  next  spring,  no  one 
may  even  remember  them.” 

WHO  WAS  AVAILABLE 

At  the  outset,  virtually  anyone  could  have  booked  for  the 
Homecoming  concert  except  for  the  fact  that  the  Social  Office  waited 
for  a definite  word  from  Glen  Campbell  far  too  long.  The  concert 
committee  felt  that  Campbell  was  worth  waiting  for  as  long  as  there 
was  a chance  that  he  might  come.  Troubles  developed  after  it  became 
obvious  that  Glen  could  not  come.  Differences  of  opinion  about  who 
was  a suitable  group  for  a homecoming  concert  arose.  Everyone  had  a 
favorite  group  they  wanted  to  see.  At  this  point,  personal  feelings 
entered  into  the  decisions.  When  Jose  Feliciano  was  mentioned,  one 
concert  worker  stated  that  they  “did  not  feel  Feliciano  was  worth  the 
money  he  was  asking.”  Although  Feliciano  works  far  a healthy  $20,000 
a concert,  the  Social  Office  was  more  than  ready  to  pay  Glen  Campbell 
$30,000  plus  a percentage  to  perform.  At  least  one  committee  member 
did  not  want  to  negotiate  with  Feliciano  because  he  “didn’t  like”  his 
style. 

About  this  same  time,  Jose  was  performing  to  capacity  audiences  at 
the  Greek  Theatre,  Hollywood  Bowl  and  two  weeks  in  Las  Vegas. 

OUT  OF  PLACE 

Student  government  officers  are  obligated  to  serve  the  wishes  of  the 
students  who  have  elected  them.  Personal  feelings  should  not  enter  into 
their  decisions.  In  fact,  campaign  promises  indicate  that  the  preferences 
of  the  students  are  to  come  first. 

The  Feliciano  disappointment  shouldn’t  be  singled  out;  there  are 
other  problems  as  well  but  the  important  thing  to  concentrate  on  is  the 
future.  If  you  have  definite  ideas  as  to  a performer  you  would  like  to 
see,  notify  Reed  Halladay  or  Jay  Jacobsen  and  inform  them.  Writing 
letters  to  the  editor  is  nice  for  us  but  we  do  not  schedule  the  concerts 
WHAT’S  AHEAD? 

If  what  we  hear  is  true,  Crosby,  Stills  and  Nash  is  a group  that  a great 
number  of  students  would  like  to  see  perform  here.  The  Social  Office  is 
toying  with  the  idea  of  negotiating  with  them  for  an  appearance  at 
Winter  Carnival.  If  you  have  strong  feelings  about  this  group,  tell  the 
Social  Office. 

If  you  keep  your  mouth  shut,  no  one  will  know  how  you  feel.  The 
Cowsills  are  a good  group;  they’ll  probably  put  on  a very  good  concert 
and  get  a standing  ovation  just  like  everyone  else  who  comes  to  BYU.

Get-Tough  Policy 
Urged  For  Utah 


VIETNAM 

Editor, 

As  a returnee  from  Vietnam 
(1968-69),  I feel  our  commitment 
in  Vietnam  is  worthy  and 
justifiable  war  against 
Communism.  We  have  been  wrong 
in  supporting  South  Vietnamese 
governments  not  for  the  people, 
and  even  now  the  government 
should  be  re-evaluated  as  to  be 
fair  to  the  religious  sects  and 
maintained  politically 
pre-western. 

I also  feel  that  President 
Johnson  did  fulfill  his  campaign 
of  moving  toward  peace  in 
Vietnam,  but  that  his  measures 
took  longer  for  the  desired  results 
than  he  expected.  President 
Nixon,  therefore,  is  -continuing 
this  excellent  policy  of  slow 
withdrawal  with  strength  given  to 
the  South  Vietnamese  government 
so  that  when  we  do  totally 
withdraw,  that  the  South  Vietnam 
government  will  not  fall  into  the 
hands  of  Communism  or  minority 
groups  (i.e.  VC,  Catholics)  or 
destructive  groups  (i.e. 
ant  i-Catholics,  anti-governmental 
subversive  groups). 

While  in  Vietnam,  I saw  that 
even  while  Johnson  was  president 
these  policies  of  strengthening  the 
Vietnamese  for  self-rule  was 
occuring.  The  credit  will  probably 
be  given  to  Nixon,  but  remember 
that  until  South  Vietnam  can 
support  itself,  rule  itself,  and 
protect  itself  as  an  independent 
nation,  we  must  and  will  help  it 
with  troops,  and  whatever 
necessary  items  to  protect  their 
beginning.

Many  Utah  and  Idaho  law  enforcement  officials  feel  that  I 
Nixon  s recent  proposals  to  reduce  the  penalties  for  drug  posse  id 
unrealistic,  and  perhaps  they  are. 

If  they  have  their  way,  the  state  and  local  laws  of  Utah  and  Ic  %■ 
stay  on  the  tough  side,  regardless  of  changes  that  may  be  mac  P6 
federal  books.  This  is  as  it  should  be. 

A recent  Associated  Press  survey  indicated  that  the  maj>;: 
prosecutors,  police  and  judges  appear  to  favor  a get-tough  app 
narcotic  and  dangerous  drugs. 

Earlier  this  week,  the  Nixon  administration  said  simple  pc... 
should  be  a misdemeanor  under  federal  law,  regardless  of  the 
narcotic  involved.  The  offense  is  now  a felony. 

The  argument  presented  was  that  punishment  should  “fit  th  ifc: 
involved,"  and  that  more  realistic  penalties  would  lead  to  be  fii 
enforcement.  This  is  not  necessarily  true,  because  lesser  pena  ifc 
not  always  realistic. 

Such  a change  in  federal  law  would  have  little  direct  effect  on*  L 
local  enforcement  officers,  but  could  serve  as  a model  fi 
legislatures. 

A recent  state-wide  poll  on  drug  use  and  abuse  showed  tha 
than  one-third  of  Utah's  high  school  students  have  ready  a 
marijuana  and  speed. 

Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  said  that  drugs  are  very  easy  to  get 
“There  is  not  as  much  drug  traffic  in  Utah  as  in  some  states,  bi 
are  very  easy  to  purchase  in  Utah,"  he  said. 

Under  present  Idaho  law,  a category  of  drugs  including  mjf.  i 
carries  a 10-year  maximum  penalty,  while  LSD  is  among  drug: 
five-year  maximum  term. 

In  Utah,  an  apparent  tough  drug  law  has  snagged  on  confusio  liict 
whether  offenses  are  misdemeanors  or  felonies.  The  Governor3^ 
Abuse  Committee  has  recommended  a rewrite  job  by  th 
legislature. 

The  committee  said  sale  of  marijuana,  and  all  "hard'1 
offenses  should  be  felonies.  Simple  possession  of  marijuan  I 
offense,  would  be  a misdemeanor. 

Utah  is  on  the  right  track  in  drug  abuse  enforcement.  Lesser  p 
would  hamstring  law  enforcement  officials  to  the  point  where  fc 
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would  be  able  to  do  is  slap  hands.  Utah  needs  tough,  realistic  p j i. 
for  drug  abusement  to  show  it  means  business. 


Exec.  Council  Stateme 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)— A Federal  Aviation  Administration 
proposal  to  restrict  air  space  over  airports  in  22  major  cities  drew  fire 
from  state  aviation  officials  here  Wednesday,  with  aeronautics  directors 
from  Washington  and  Massachusetts  leading  the  barrage. 

Ronald  Pretti,  director  of  the  Washington  State  Aeronautics 
Commission,  called  the  plan  “unreasonable  and  unnecessary,”  and 
specifically  objected  to  inclusion  of  the  Seattle-Tacoma  International 
Airport. 


‘.SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)— Dr.  T.H.  Bell,  Utdfi  superintendent  of 
public  instruction,  argued  for  school  consolidation  in  a report 
Wednesday,  saying  “The  larger  the  school  the  more  it  can  offer.” 

The  issue  has  triggered  tempers  and  caused  considerable  legislative 
turmoil  over  the  years.  Nonetheless,  Bell  noted  that  52  schools  in  Utah 
have  been  merged  with  others  since  1963.
